Mrs Sinah Jones, who 
lives in Westgate in the 
town, had a party on 
Wednesday, May 19, at 
the Welsh Club she 
attends in Cardiff. 

But as her daughter 
Catherine explained, that 
was just the beginning: 
“On the Thursday, there 
was a party held at the 
day care centre in The 
Gathering Place in St 
Athan. 

“On Friday - her actu¬ 
al birthday - the Mayor 
and Mayoress of 
Cowbridge brought her a 
lovely jasmine plant. 

“Alun Cairns, the new 
MP, also visited, and she 


said she might consider 
voting for him next time! 

“On the Saturday, we 
had a day in the garden 
with family and friends. 

“Then on Sunday, she 
was given a cake and 
chocolate at Salem 
Chapel in Canton. 

“My mother also 
received cards from the 
Queen and Carwyn 
Jones, the First Minister, 
Cheryl Gillan (Secretary 
of state for Wales) and 
Lord Dafydd Elis 
Thomas (Presiding 
Officer of the Welsh 
Assembly) who is a fam¬ 
ily friend.” 

Sinah told The GEM: 
“I was born and grew up 
in Cwmpenaner, a small 
valley in north Wales. 

“I met my husband 
John Watkin Jones at a 
local eisteddfod. He was 
an accountant and 
worked for a firm in 
Bala. 

“John was a lovely, 
quiet man and we had a 
good life together - one 
of my great memories is

going to the National 
Eisteddfod together each 
year. 

“We had two daugh¬ 
ters, Nansi and 
Catherine.” 

Eor a time the couple 
lived in the village of 
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Capel Celyn, situated in 
the Afon Tryweryn 
Valley, although they left 
before it was flooded to 
build a reservoir to sup¬ 
ply water to Liverpool 
and the Wirral. 

After living most of 
their lives in north 
Wales, Sinah and John 
moved to Cowbridge 15 
years ago to live with 
Catherine and her hus¬ 
band Robbie. 

John died 12 years 
ago after 64 years of 
happy marriage. 

Catherine said: “I 
wouldn’t have been able 
to look after my parents 
without the support of 
my husband Robbie - 
mum dotes on him.” 

“Nansi and I both 
share caring for my 
mother.” 

Catherine said Sinah 
had been blessed with 


great genes: “My moth¬ 
er’s parents died in 1951 
and they were both in 
their eighties. She still 
has lovely skin.” 

Those wishing to live 
a long and happy life 
should also note that 
Sinah has never been a 
smoker or drinker! 

She enjoys her family 
- her two daughters, two 
granddaughters, and a 
great-granddaughter - 
and finds time for regu¬ 
lar shopping trips into 
Cowbridge, and to attend 
Merched y Wawr, the 
Welsh women’s organi¬ 
sation which meets once 
a month in the Red Cross 
Hut. 

Sue John, the manager 
of the day care centre in 
St Athan, said: “Sinah is 
always on marvellous 
form and is a great 
advert for her age.”

Cowbridge 
man arrested 
on suspicion of 
£1 million fraud 

POLICE said this week that a 47-year-old 
man from the Cowbridge area had been 
arrested on suspicion of investment fraud 
in excess of £1 million. 

A police spokeswoman stated: “Following a 
detailed investigation by eight officers from 
the South Wales Police economic crime unit, 
search warrants were conducted at domestic 
and commercial premises in the Cowbridge 
area, in which computer equipment was 
seized to help with enquiries. 

“The alleged offences are said to have taken 
place over a four-year period, and relate to 
the misplacement of investments. 

“Currently, police are dealing with allega¬ 
tions from six families in the south Wales 
area.”

I wanted to make it 
perfectly clear that I 
did not, and would not, 
request such personal 
information.

The council could 
have easily removed 
those details, while still 
providing what was 
asked for. 

The Information 
Commissioner found 
against the authority in 
a 25-page judgement 
and dismissed the 
council’s arguments in 
support of its refusal to 
provide the informa¬ 
tion requested. 

It found that the 
authority had breached 
and incorrectly applied 
six sections of the 


Freedom of 
Information Act. 

The Commissioner 
made it clear that there 
is strong public interest 
in transparency in rela¬ 
tion to the use of public 
money. I trust the 
council will now 
embrace the Freedom 
of Information Act 
instead of trying to 
avoid scrutiny over 
how it spends public 
money.

Were you in the 
Observer Corps ? 


T he Observer 
Corps was 
founded 85 
years ago this year, 
in October 1925, to 
provide visual 
detection, identifi¬ 
cation, tracking and 
reporting of aircraft 
over Great Britain. 

As a result of their 
role during the Battle of 
Britain, in April 1941 the 
Observer Co^s was 
granted the title Royal 
by King George VI, and 
the Royal Observer 
Corps (ROC) became a 
uniformed civil defence 
organisation adminis¬ 
tered by RAF Fighter 
Command. 

Also during that same 
year, in a change from 
the policy of the 
Observer Corps, the 
ROC undertook to 
recruit women personnel 
for the first time. 

Initially, the only uni¬ 


forms provided were 
RAF overalls, with an 
ROC breast badge, com¬ 
monly referred to as the 
‘soup plate’ because of 
its shape and size. 
Standard issue RAF 
No.2 Battledress uni¬ 
forms were issued in a 
rolling programme over 
the next two years. For 
the remainder of the war, 
the ROC would provide 
an essential part of Great 
Britain's air defences.

£139. 

Paul’s success contin¬ 
ued, and he became 
associated with various 
bands: when he was 17, 
he played at Sophia 
Gardens Pavillion in a 


show celebrating Prince 
Charles’s investiture. 

Paul’s drum solo 
brought an audience of 
over a thousand to their 
feet. Following that 
performance, he was 
invited to play before 
Princess Anne at the 
Royal Albert Hall. 

Paul told me he had 
been inspired by the 
great Buddy Rich. In 
recent years, Paul has 
played in soul bands, 
and he now plans to 
seek out other musicians 
to form a new band to 
concentrate on jazz per¬ 
formances.

EXCITEMENT is 
building up at the 
Pendoylan Church 
in Wales Primary 
School - with work 
due to start in the 
summer on a 
£3.6million redevel¬ 
opment that will 
provide better class¬ 
room facilities, and 
a bus parking area 
to ease congestion 
on the main road. 

Mrs Lyn Murray, who 
has been headteacher of 
the school since 1994, 
said: “The scheme will 
provide the best possible 
learning enviro nm ent for 
the pupils. 

“It is a huge boost for 
everyone at the school 
following on from the 
excellent Estyn reports 
in 2002 and 2008. 

“The governing body 
has a vision that is taking 
us forward.” 

Members of staff 
point out that the village 
community will also 
benefit from changes at 
the school. 

Mrs Kerstin Saye, a 
teacher at the school, 
who has lived in 
Pendoylan for 16 years, 
pointed out: 

“When the school has 
functions, there can be 
disruption for villagers 
with people parking on 
the road outside - the 
new bus and parking 
area will solve that prob¬ 
lem. What is planned is

fantastic and will bring 
us into the 21st century.” 

The optimism of Mrs 
Murray and her staff is a 
far cry from the 1980s 
when pupils numbers 
had dropped to just 58 - 
now 206 youngsters 
attend the school. 

Kay Collingridge, 
attended Pendoylan 
School as a pupil from 
1980-87, and now teach¬ 
es there. 

“The school is a real 
part of the community. 
There are people who 
have attended the school 
in the past who are now 
seeing their children or 
grandchildren following 
in their footsteps.” 

In 1997, a new infants 
block was built, replac¬ 
ing three portakabins; 
the new work - the jun¬ 
ior block - replaces four 
portakabins which have 
been in use for 12 years. 

It will include a 
brighter, lighter working 
environment, a library 
space and computer 
facilities. The new off¬ 
road ‘bus and parking 
area’ will go ahead, 
thanks to a local farmer 
who agreed to sell the 
school part of a field. 

Teacher Mrs Debra 
Jones, whose uncle Bill 
Williams was the chair 
of governors from the 
1960s until the 1980s, 
commented: “We can’t 
wait for the work to take 


place and be able to use 
the new facilities.” 

The current chair of 
governors, Jan Rees, 
said: “The governors and 
staff feel very fortunate 
that in these difficult 
times, they are able to go 
ahead with this develop¬ 
ment. We are delighted 
our vision is to become a 
reality. 

“We’re grateful to the 
Vale Council, the 
Llandaff Diocese of the 
Church in Wales and the 
Welsh Assembly for 
their investment. It’s an 
acknowledgement that 
village schools play a 
very important role in 
their communities.” 

The history of 
Pendoylan School dates 
back 136 years and the 
aim of the new scheme, 
which should be finished 
by the autumn of 2011, 
will be to lay the founda¬ 
tions for the next century 
of learning in the village.

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Assembly must 
focus on waste when 
cut-backs bite’ 


E arlier 

this week, 
the 

Chancellor 
announced cut¬ 
backs to govern¬ 
ment expenditure 
because of the spi¬ 
ralling debt. 

This year, there has 
been a need to cut 
£162m from the 
Welsh block of £15 
billion, a figure signif¬ 
icantly less than 
expected. 

Cutting money is a 
difficult thing to do, 
but it is something 
that has to be done 
because public 
finances are in the 
worst state since the 
Second World War. 
Out of every £100 the 
government is spend¬ 
ing, £25 is being bor¬ 
rowed. 

Clearly, no individ¬ 
ual, family or business 
could carry on this 
way and government 
is no different. That is 
why there is an urgent 
need to make moves 
to balance the books. 

The government 
has made a commit¬ 
ment that front-line 
services needn’t be 
affected, so long as we 
ycut the waste out of

the ‘back office’. 

So, what does this 
mean for the Vale of 
Glamorgan? When 
the Assembly 
Government is consid¬ 
ering where to cut 
back, I will remind 
them that we already 
receive one of the low¬ 
est levels of support 
across Wales. 

I hope the 
Assembly will focus 
on internal waste in 
their system. They 
have already acknowl¬ 
edged that they 
should be able to save 
several hundred mil¬ 
lion pounds of waste 
in their operations. 

At my last count, 
we received £115 less 
per person from the 


Welsh Assembly 
Government than 
neighbouring coun¬ 
cils. Multiplying this 
up amounts to some 
£25m difference every 
year. Imagine what we 
could do with that 
additional funding 
year on year. 

New school build¬ 
ings wouldn’t be a 
problem and our 
council taxes could be 
a lot lower. 

My worry is that 
we are already left 
short by the Assembly 
Government and if 
there are further pres¬ 
sures on their budget, 
I hope that we won’t 
be squeezed further. 

They use the argu¬ 
ment that the Vale is 
more prosperous than 
other parts of Wales 
and that we can 
afford to pay more. I 
don’t accept this. 

Building a school or 
providing refuse serv¬ 
ices, costs the same 
here as elsewhere and 
we are already paying 
more than our fair 
share. 

This is an area of 
policy where we need 
to work together on an 
all-party basis, to 
ensure that funding 
for the Vale is protect¬ 
ed. 


Did your relatives 
serve with Royal 
Observer Corps? 


T he Observer 
Corps was 
founded 85 
years ago this year, 
in October 1925, to 
provide visual 
detection, identifi¬ 
cation, tracking and 
reporting of aircraft 
over Great Britain. 

As a result of their 
role during the Battle of 
Britain, in April 1941 the 
Observer Co^s was 
granted the title Royal 
by King George VI, and 
the Royal Observer 
Corps (ROC) became a 
uniformed civil defence 
organisation adminis¬ 
tered by RAF Fighter 
Command. 

Also during that same 
year, in a change from 
the policy of the 
Observer Corps, the 
ROC undertook to 
recruit women personnel 
for the first time. 

Initially, the only uni¬ 


forms provided were 
RAF overalls, with an 
ROC breast badge, com¬ 
monly referred to as the 
‘soup plate’ because of 
its shape and size. 
Standard issue RAF 
No.2 Battledress uni¬ 
forms were issued in a 
rolling programme over 
the next two years. For 
the remainder of the war, 
the ROC would provide 
an essential part of Great 
Britain's air defences.

LOCAL photographer Robert Fisher, 
son of the late well-known Cowbridge 
businessman, Louis Fisher, has 
unearthed some fascinating artifacts 
while “trawling through” his father’s 
extensive files.

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A golden rule: ‘Preparation before decoration’ 


by JULIA GRAY 


D ecorating a room usually 
requires preparation first - not 
least filling, sanding and washing 
down. Although it is time-consuming and 
hard work, it can’t be skimped on if you 
want a good finish. 

However long you think sanding and filling 
will take, expect it to take longer - especially if 
your ceilings, walls and woodwork are in poor 
condition. 

You'll find an array of different fillers at your 
local DIY store - which can be confusing. 

Basically, you’ll need all-purpose filler for 
most types of wall repair, and wood filler for 
woodwork. For an easier route, go for a ready- 
mixed product, rather than one where you have 
to mix in the hardener yourself. 

For cracks where movement is likely to occur 
again, such as on ceilings and around doors and 
windows, you'll need flexible filler. Also, for big 
repairs, it helps to have deep-repair filler or 
ready-mixed plaster repair. If hairline cracks are 
a problem, use hairline-crack filler, which you 
paint on. 

FILLING KNIFE 

Always use a good-quality filling knife to apply 
the filler. These come in various blade sizes and 
look similar to wallpaper-scraping knives. 

The difference is that filling blades are much 
more flexible to help you get the filler into the 
hole or crack. For some repairs, nothing beats 
using your fingers, so you may want to invest in a 


box of disposable plastic gloves to protect your 
hands. 

To get a smooth repair, it can help to dip the

the filler to make it more pliable. However care¬ 
fully you apply the filler, you’re likely to lose a 
lot, so protect the floor and scoop the dropped 
filler up as you go. 

Clean off your filling knife as soon as you fin¬ 
ish because most fillers set quite quickly - 
although it’s best not to sand the repair until the 
next day. Sometimes it helps to smooth over the 
repair again with a wet filhng knife once the filler 
has hardened slightly.

BLAND, BUT ENJOYABLE 
BLOCKBUSTER EXPERIENCE 


V IDEO games 
do not a 
great movie 
make: Ever since 
film producers 
believed that 
gamers would 
spend their hard- 
earned money on 
film versions of 
their favourite 
games, the success 
rate has remained 
firmly at zero. 

Super Mario 
Brothers, Mortal 
Kombat, Doom, Street 
Fighter... the list of 
casualties has been 
seemingly endless. 
Despite this poor pedi¬ 
gree, however, uber-pro- 
ducer Jerry Bruckheimer 
obviously feels he is 
able to buck the trend, 
by producing an adapta¬ 
tion of the renowned 
Prince of Persia in 
Prince of Persia: The 
Sands of Time. 

Jake Gyllenhall stars 
as the titular Prince 
Dastan, a boy from the 
streets who was adopted 
by the king. When 
Dastan is framed for the 
murder of his adopted 
father, he is forced to go 
on the run with Princess 
Tamina (Gemma 
Arterton), and a mysteri¬ 
ous dagger that can turn 
back time. With Dastan’s 
brothers Tus (Richard 
Coyle) and Garsiv (Toby 
Kebbell), and their 
shady uncle Nizam (Ben

An army invades a 
region looking for 
weapons of mass 
destruction, only to find 
none, while shady forces 
manipulate said invasion 
for their own ends - the 
story of the next Paul 
Greengrass film, or the 
work of a film maker 
intent on making a state¬ 
ment about the nature of 
war perhaps? 

Try the subtext of a 
Jerry Bruckheimer film 
aimed squarely at the 
blockbuster audience 
and you'll be on the right 
track. But before you 
think the uber-producer 
has gone all highbrow 
for the popcorn crowd, 
have no fear - there are 
no clunky attempts at 
making a film high on 
moralising and low on 
thrills and spills. 

Instead, Prince of 
Persia is a film that does 
exactly what you would 
expect of it - and while 
it doesn’t quite match up 
to the highpoints of 
Bruckheimer’s glories, it 
still makes for a nicely 
diverting two hours of 
cinema, if a touch too 
bland and restrained. 

Of course, the big 
news is that it is a film 
based on a videogame 
that isn’t completely

awful - and one that the 
game franchise’s many 
legion of fans will find 
little to quibble about. 
While Mike Newell may 
be to some a staid direc¬ 
tor suited to the likes of 
Four Weddings and a 
Funeral, he showed with 
Harry Potter and The 
Goblet of Fire that he is 
more than capable of 
bringing ‘epic’ to the big 
screen, and the director 
is successful yet again 
here. 

Cleverly incorporat¬ 
ing elements of the 
game’s play into the 
sequences, Newell 
brings a nice verve and 
spark to the action 
sequences, giving them 
both a sense of daring 
but also adding a touch 
of reality (the rooftop 
chases are straight from 
the canon of Jason 
Bourne, intentional or 
not). 

There is a clear aim 
from the director of cre¬ 
ating a fantastical yet 
slightly plausible feel to 
the sequences, and while 
the computer effects 
briefly feel a touch too 
computerised, there is a 
wonderful sense of spec¬ 
tacle and excitement that 
is well placed. 

One of the touch¬ 
stones, conscious or oth¬ 
erwise, is the Indiana 
Jones franchise, the film 
trying (and by and large 
succeeding) in capturing 
the freewheeling sensi¬ 
bility that marked out 
that franchise, and the 
performances of both 
Jake Gyllenhall and 
Gemma Arterton both 
help to make that hap¬ 
pen. 

The former not only 
manages a proper 
English accent with 
style, but also anchors 
the film superbly well, 
bringing his ‘serious 
actor’ credibility and 
giving the film sub¬ 
stance in the more dra¬ 
matic moments, but also 
displaying a wonderful 
lightness of touch and 
spark with Arterton. 

The British actress is 
becoming hot property 
this year, and while her 
turn in Clash of the 
Titans was nothing to 
write home about, here 
she shows that she has 
the talent to back up the 
praise she’s been receiv¬ 


ing. 

Her chemistry with 
Gyllenhall is well con¬ 
structed and works nice¬ 
ly on screen. The char¬ 
acters have little trust in 
each other but a mutual 
attraction they have to 
subdue - and Arterton is 
more than a match for 
her co-star, giving the 
Princess a feisty and 
resourceful attitude 
while making her more 
than equal to Dastan’s 
leaping and fighting 
skills - she is anything 
but a damsel in distress, 
and Arterton delivers a 
turn that is hugely 
appealing. 

As is par for the 
course with blockbuster 
films nowadays, the cast 
are made up of 
renowned actors who 
bring a degree of class 
and quality to proceed¬ 
ings, and Prince of 
Persia is no exception. 
Old hands Ben Kingsley 
and Alfred Molina offer 
up decent and comedic 
turns respectively, the 
former hinting at vil¬ 
lainy while the latter is a 
character designed to get 
laughs and does so with 
aplomb (another little 
nod to the Indiana Jones 
franchise given Molina 
played a similar charac¬ 
ter in Raiders of the Lost 
Ark). 

Meanwhile, relative 
newcomers Toby 
Kebbell and Richard 
Coyle offer up good sup¬ 
port in smallish roles as 
Dastan’s brothers, the 
latter particularly 
notable as the future 
king with the weight on 
his shoulders. 

The screenplay, from 
Boaz Yakin, Doug Miro 
and Carlo Bernard, 
remains by and large 
faithful to the characters 
of the games with a few 
subtle changes here and 
there that shouldn't 
cause too much conster¬ 
nation; but while they 
get that right, its the 
story (engineered by the 
game’s creator Jordan 
Mechner) and dialogue 
that doesn’t fare too 
well. 

While the use of the 
dagger to turn back time 
isn’t the most of original 
concepts, it could at 
least have been used far 
more effectively within 
the story than it is; as it 
is, it’s merely a cute plot 
device that means the 
writers can try to pull 
the rug from under you 
before returning things 
to the status quo, some-

thing that hinders the 
climax of the film quite 
dramatically. 

Similarly, the dia¬ 
logue (let’s face it, never 
a strong suit of the 
blockbuster genre) 
creaks and groans with 
exposition that couldn’t 
be more blatant than if 
the actors turned to the 
screen and said ‘Pay 
attention to this bit’ - 
lines such as “... only the 
dagger can unlock the 
sands of time. And there 
are those who would use 
this power to destroy the 
world” and “... releasing 
the sand turns back time. 
Only the holder of the 
dagger is aware what’s 
happened” are clunky by 
any standards. 

While Prince of 
Persia is easily the best 
videogame adaptation 
yet, as a blockbuster on 
its own terms it doesn’t 
quite hit the spot - the 
performances are strong, 
as is the direction, but its 
very much a case of 
offering little that is 
fresh. 

While Prince of 
Persia satisfies the pop¬ 
corn sensibility, its 
inability to mine any¬ 
thing new counts against 
it - but as a purely cine¬ 
matic experience it 
makes for entertaining 
viewing. 

VERDICT-A bit 
premature to say the 
videogame-to-film curse 
has been lifted, but 
Prince of Persia: Sands 
of Time is easily the best 
example of it so far - 
and it works well as a 
blockbuster film to boot. 

The well-trodden 
script aside, there is 
much to enjoy here 
despite its shortcomings, 
and is a film well worth 
watching. Enjoyable.

That failure may not 
be down to her tech¬ 
nique. A significant part 
of the problem may well 
have been that one of the 
new uprights could not 
be moved back to the 80- 
centimetre mark. The 
system could only be 
adjusted to 63 centime¬ 
tres, whereas Lewis 
would have preferred the 
uprights set back to at 
least 70 centimetres. It is 
a small margin, but one 
that can result in failure 
rather than clearance. 

For the second of last 
year’s record breakers, 
Ayla Phillips, a pupil at 
Llantwit Major 

Comprehensive up to last 
year but now studying at 
Barry College, there is a 
problem of confidence. 

In the hammer compe¬ 
tition, the event at which 
she has set new best 
marks in her age group 
since 2006, at present she 
is trying too hard and 
overturning. The out¬ 
come is often a distance 
well below what she is 
capable of. Her winning 
distance of 24.94 metres 
is 10 metres down on last 
year, but was her only 
throw within the sector.
